The following is an examiner's statement of reason s for allowance: 
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The closest prior arts of record, i.e. Johnson and JSX, taken alone or in 
combination, fail to teach or fairly suggest at least: 

storing in a computer-readable file the private object state data that has been 
determined to have been modified wherein the computer-readable file is in a human- 
understandable able format and restoring from the computer-readable file the private 
state data that had been determined to have been modified as recited in the 
independent claim 1; determining the restoration order because of an interdependency 
between object data recited in the independent claims 26 and 32. 

While the combined references of Johnson and JSX disclose storing and 
restoring public and private data into and from XML, Johnson and JSX do not 
specifically state the determination steps recited in the claims: the private data that has 
been determined to have been modified and restoring from the human-understandable 
computer-readable file the private data that bed been determined to have been 
modified; determining a restoration order because of an interdependency between 
object data.
